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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Amendment filed on November 15, 2007. Claims 7- 
19 have been cancelled. Claims 1-6 are currently pending and are under examination. 



Withdrawal of Rejections 

2. The rejection of claims 1-6 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-12, and 22-25 of copending Application No. 
10/562,269 is withdrawn because the instant application is the earlier filed application. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, scope of enablement is 
withdrawn based on the amendment to encompass phosphatidyl-L-serine. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

procoagulant membrane by a coagulation molecule, comprising: 
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a) providing a procoagulant membrane comprising including a binding site 
containing phosphatidyl-L-serine; and 

b) adding lactadherin to the membrane wherein the lactadherin will bind to 
the binding site and reduce access for interaction by a coagulation 
molecule. 

b) blocking th e binding site of th e procoagulant m e mbrane by binding 

lactadh e rin th e reto th e reby making th e sit e unavailabl e for int e raction by a 
coagulation mol e cul e . 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

a cell biological particl e comprises the procoagulant membrane, the cell 
biological particl e comprises at least one member selected from the group 
consisting of a platelet, [[a]] an apoptotic cell, a necrotic cell, a blood cell, 
and a vascular cell. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3, wherein: 

the coa gulation molecule comprises at least one protein m e mb e r selected 
from the group consisting of prothrombin, factor V, factor Va, factor VII, 
factor Vila, factor VIII, factor Villa, factor IX, factor IXa, factor Xa and 
factor X.
